RETIREMENTS. 


Woman Is Missing And TbonsM Will 


Join Her Murderer Lovsr. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 30.—Edward and 


John Biddle, awaiting execution in the 
county jail for the murder of Grocor 
Thomas D. Kahney of Mount Washing- 
ton, overpowered the guards at four 
o'clock this morning and 
escaped. 


Both prisoners had been provided with 
saws with which they cut the bars in 
their cells and were ready at any mo- 
ment to make an opening sufficiently 
large to pass through. Tho prisoneis 
occupied adjoining colls on the second 
range. They had evidently been pre- 
paring for escape for some time, and 
had assistance from the outside, 
as 


both were armed with revolvers. Tho 
escape ol the Biddies has been ex- 
plained. Warden Peter K. Soffe! has

•xolvors and saws to the Kiddles which 
enabled them to escape. In her infatu- 
ation for the handsome desperado Ed- 
ward Biddle, it is alleged that she has 
left her husband and her four children, 
and it is supposed is to meet the es- 
caped convicts at a place agreed upon. 
The story of the matter is brief. Mrs. 
Soffel was the only person admitted to 
the jail since last Sunday. Yesterday 
afternoon she visited them during: the 
warden's absence. Last evening she re- 
tired at nine o'clock. She told her hus- 
band t.iat she was going to visit a sis- 
ter at McDonald, and that she would 
retire early so that she could get an 
early start. Warden Soffel was about 
the jail until after twelve o'clock. He 
retired to his room, which is separated 
from Mrs. Soffel's. shoitly before one 
o'clock. When he awoke this morning 
he asked for Mrs. Soffel and was in- 
formed that she was out. Later, when 
the details 
of the escape became 


known, he telephoned to McDonald 
and was informed that Mrs. Soft'el was 
not there. Warden Soffel immediately 
made a frank confession ol his suspic- 
ions. Shortly before four o'clock one of 
the Biddies called .to James McGeary, 
who had charge of the outside gates, 
and asked for some cramp medicine in 
a hurry, saying his brother was dan- 
gerously sick. McGeary hastened to 
the cell with the medicine, when John 
Biddle sprang through the opening in 
the cell, and, seizing the guard around 
the wa^st, hurled him over the railing 
to the stono floor ocneath. a distance 
of sixteen feet. Edward Riddle joined 
his brother immediately, and both, 
with drawn revolvers, hurried to the 
first floor, where they met Guard Rey- 
nolds and shot him.

Selling Them Outright.

On Christmas day throughout this 


vast country over two hundred thous- 
and of the very poorest of our various 
cities and towns were made happy by 
the untiring and self sacrificing ef- 
forts of the various local Salvation 
Army corps. Not only were those peo- 
ple fed but many little bare feet were 
shod and many frail, shivering limbs 
were covered by garments given by 
those in better circumstances who 
were glad to have them put to good 
use. In Boston alone 14,000 were thus 
cared for and throughout the year 
food, clothing and fuel is being sup- 
plied to those destitute families, be- 
side the 600 men who are employed 
in our package department, who could 
obtain work no where else. Now no 
doubt something in this line would 
have been done in this city at Christ- 
mas time but for the fact that the 
officer in charge was sick and could 
ot attend to it, and we have thought 
hat it would be a good way to cele- 
rate the birthday anniversary of our 
onored forefather Washington by giv- 
ng a free dinner or banquet to 200 of 
he most needy little ones we can find 
n the city.

vast waste of time. The Spooner bill 
may open the safest aid most practi- 
cable way out. 


As the bill has passed the senate, 


the new executive department is to be 
called the department of commerce 
and labor, as a concession to those 
who object to taking in the office of 
commissioner of labor as one of its 
coiistituents. This is supposed to give 
special prominence to that bureau, in 
compensation for taking away its in- 
dependent footing. It will certainly be 
no less useful for being associated 
with other bureaus relating to the in- 
dustrial and commercial interests of 
the country. Tae geological survey, 
the coast and geodetic survey and the 
patent office are left out, as haying 
only a remote ami indirect relation to 
the general purpose. The census bu- 
reau remains, and much of its work 
has an important bearing upon the 
main object of the new department, as 
it furnishes a great variety of statis- 
tics relating to industries and trade, 
accompanied by studies of practical 
questions concernins them. 
Every- 


thing relating to shipping, apart from 
the navy, is included and this gives 
emphasis to tno intention of doing 
more in the direction of promoting for- 
eign commerce. There are indications 
of a disposition in the house to change 
the make-up of the department, but 
there appears to he no sufficient rea- 
son for any further contention over 
that

The ends of tho stems o£ all flowers 
honld be cut off before they ore placed 
n water. It i» better to strip the leaves 
rom that part of the stem which will be 
mmerseil. 
Do not allow the cnda of the stems to 
est on the bottom of the vase. 
In cutting the ends, snip them off at 
ight angles to the stalk. 
Change thn water each day and at the 


snme time again cut the ends of the 
lower stems.

Do not place flowers near or under 


.ights—gas or lamp—when it can be 
avoided. 


Maidenhair fern should be kept rolled 


up in moistened pnper nnd on the ice, or 
with the steins in the water in n cool 
place, until ready for use. In thin way it 
will last for some time. 


Mignonette is generally grown in a cool 


louse and for this reason often droopa 
when first placed in ft heated room. It is 
well to put it la the icebox, in water, for 
a time, when it will revive, "harden," 
and if properly cared for each day last 
a long time. 


Many flowers do more satisfactorily if 


placed in water with the chill off until 
he stems have become filled and are 
ben allowed to stand ia an ice chest or 
very cool place for a time. Roses will oc- 
casionally revive if placed in ice water— 
always with the ends of the stems pre- 
viously cut.

sunlight,

needle; that is, a coarser one than yoa 
would ordinarily use for the work ID 
land. 
Gather the needle lull, keeping 


the thimble finger at the eye of the 
needle, so that no stitches escape on to 
he thread. \Vhec you can force on no 
more cloth, still holding the thimble in 
)lacc, with the thumb and first finger 
»old the gathers firmly on to "the needle 
nt the point end. With the left thumb 
and first nnd second fingers pull the gath- 
ers, two or three at a time, straight dowa 
'rom the needle with a swinging motion, 
sliding the fingers under the material and 
Hilling down with the thumb, beginning 
nt^the left nnd working toward the right 
When the work is slipped on to the 
hread, it will be n* flat us if each gather 
jad been 
painfully "scratched" into 


place. The two processes are practically 
accomplished in one, and after a few 
trials and with a little patience you will 
aever «o back to the "good old way."—

Ground* Child Lubor !• Hurtful. 
In the course of their tour of. inspec- 


tion through Industrial Chicago tho 
representatives of the women's clubs 
are finding many things that are not 
pleasant to look at or to think about. 
Among these is child labor. No matter 
how familiar one may be with Mrs. 
Florence 
Kelly's 
strongly 
written 


pamphlet on "Our Toiling Children," 
the first glimpse one has at the spec- 
tacle these children actually present 
while they are toiling Is always some- 
thing of a shock. The thing has to 
be seen in order to be understood. The 
long, low room, so gloomy as to n«e<i 
artificial illumination even at midday 
and so charged with smoke and steam 
that the children show through the 
murkiness like goblins in a cave cau- 
not be adequately described until mod- 
ern industrialism has its poet. Mean- 
while he who would know what it 
means must go and look at It. 


It has beeu frequently suggested, 


however, that the parents of the chil- 
dren who are working need their help. 
This argument was presented to the 
clubwomen in several of the factories 
which they visited. If the family can- 
not get along without the money that 
the children earn, how can the state 
rightly interfere? 


In answer to this question It may be 


admitted that there are certain excep- 
tional ca«5es where It is necessary for 
one reason or another that children 
should do some kind of work even be- 
fore thoy are fourteen. 
But this ad- 


mission doe"? not invalidate the general 
principle thnt child labor Is an evil 
from the standpoint of economics as 
well us from that of hygiene and mo- 
rality. 
It has boon shown time and 


again that child labor really adds noth- 
ing to the wage earning power of the 
community. It may seem at first that 
the child's wapes are clear gaiu. Such 
Is not the case, ho\\eu'r. The Invari- 
able and inevitable result of child labor 
has been a doorcase In the wages of tlio 
talher, continuing till the total sum 
earned by the family is no larger than 
it was he-fore the "lilldren bogan to 
work. 
Tho standard of comfort re- 


mains at exactly the same point. If 
other woids, child labor is lu tho nature 
of a temporary relief, which turns out 
to be a [/einutneiit injury lo till con 
corned. 


It la not only that napes are not 


raided. If that were the whole effect 
of tbo Cistern, lliingn uotild be just ru 
they %\ere befoie and there would be 
little C.UIM;> for complaint.

NAVY YARD LEAVES. 


Difference of Wi*h in Regard to Their 


Extension. 


The Washington navy yard em- 


ployes are divided on the question of 
•Annual leave. Last year they obtained 
fiftyen days' annual leave, and ihcre 
>s a bill now pending in both houses 
of congress which gives them fifteen 
days additional. 


The members of the International 


association of Machinists have agreed 
to resolutions stating that they op- 
pose any additional leave. 


Various reasons are given for this 


action. 
The men say they do not 


wish to interfere with the eight-hour 
bill. A delegation, however, has com- 
municated with the House committee 
on naval affairs and explained that 
they do not want the additional leave 
tor reason that they iear that it will 
interfere with their permanent em- 
ployment. 
They called attention to 


the fact that private contractors are 
bidding for the work and if the gov- 
ernment has to add the additional cost 
of paying its men thirty da>s' annual
